BE IT ENACTED BY THE QUORUM COURT OF CRAIGHEAD COUNTY,
ARKANSAS; AN ORDINANCE TO BE ENTITLED:

An Ordinance amending the 2023 Annual Operating Budget to add funds to Fund 1000, Department 0416, Prosecuting
Attorney, to appropriate for Craighead County's prorata share of the District Prosecuting Attorney's executive administrator's
expense.

SECTION 1. In the Prosecuting Attorney department, the amount that is currently budgeted for is $8,500.00, which consists
of $708.33 monthly payments to the District Prosecuting Attorney for expenses, per ACA 16-21-701.

SECTION 2. That Craighead County has the responsibility of paying 31.0% of the executive administrator expense to the
county where the Prosecuting Attorney is elected. Beginning January 1, 2023, Sonia E. Fonticiella serves as the State
Prosecuting Attorney for the 2nd Judicial District, and the prorata share for the executive administrator's expense shall be
paid to Greene County. This allows for accurate tracking, disbursing, and accounting of these funds and will include budget
totals, as described below.
